WASHINGTON — The president's 


message calling for certain national 
defense expenditures totaling $525,000, 
000 Is obviously o makeshift—a wh6le 
series of makeshifts. 
, 


Worthy as many of its objectives are, 


this message continues the methods' by 
which our defense policies have been 
handled in the.past: a patch here'and 
n patch there, a few mote of this and 
a few more of that. 


It will be supplemented by the an- 


nual appropriation bills, made,Up in 
the usual fashion—by the military and 
naval subcommittees of. the Appro- 
priations Committee of 
the . House 


of Representatives, working separate- 
ly in watertight compartments.; They 
act on the recommendations of ithe 
Bureau of (lie Budget as supported 
by the testimony of officers of various 
will be further alterations-by the Sen- 
will be further alterations by the Een- 
ate's committees, and on the floors of 
the House and Senate. 


This, it is submitted, is* no way to 


build up a defense policy for a great 
nation in a world so full of dangers asj 
this. 


What is needed is a complete sur- 


vey pf the whole problem of our na- 
tional defense a complete stock-taking 
ol! the new world situation and of the 
measures we must lake for our se- 
em ity in the face thereof. 


What is needed, in fact, Is what 


this nation has never had—a cb.-or- 
dinatcd, well-rounded military policy,

consistent with the foreign policy it 
is intended to implement. This mili- 
tary policy should embrace air hte 
necessary, ingredients of our defenses 
by land, sea and air, including not 
only weapons and men, but bases and 
supply. 


What we .require Is balanced de- 


fense': one in which the navy,.complete 
in all its requirements including avia- 
tion, shall play, the principal -part. 
It should have the necessary bases to 
give it full freedom of action, while 
the army should be 'sufficient 
in 


strength and equipment to make those 
bases secure, and to provide a reserve' 
of offensive and defensive power by 
land and air for emergencies. 


Behind this must be the necessary 


industrial ' organization to maintain 
the fighting.forces in the field at full 
efficiency. 


This means planning. It is true that 


speed is necessary as the Presidnt says. 
But' in the end itt will assuredly be 


found that both lime and money Will 
be saved and safely far more dcfinile- 
ly assured, by doing the planning first. 


There should be created, immediate- 


ly, a special select Joint Committee 
drawn from the membership of the 
Milltay and Naval Affairs Committees 
(and 
perhaps the Foreign 
Affairs 


and Appropriations Committees) of 
the HoUse and Senate, to make such a 
study. The best obtainable technical 
advice from the Army and Navy 
should be called in, of course. 


Such a Joint Committee would in 


no way interfere with the regular 
Work of the standing committees, It 
would concern itself wilh the pro- 
blems of national defense in their 
broad general aspecls. 
Its findings 


would assuredly 
not only 
greatly 


clarify thses problems and make fat- 
easier and more productive the labors 
of'the regular committees, but would 
command so considerable a measure 
of public'interest and support as to 
insure this country's continuing policy 
of national defense which shall make 
us truly secure. 


It would contribute also in great 


measure to the ironing out of mter- 
service' difficulties and friction, and 
to the coordination of all elements 
of our defense, 
• 


The additions to our defenses re- 


commended in the President's mess- 
age are "extras". 
The regular an- 


nual appropriation bills are still to 
come, and these will provide money 
for the normal military and naval 
expenditures, the carry-out of pro- 
grams already determined upon. 


The 
appropriations 
recommended 


in the special message would provide 
for certain additional items which the 
President deems it nessaiy to have 
"with as ^rcat speed as possible " 


About three-fifths of the total is 


for 
army 
aviation—specifically, 
at 


least 3000 additional airplanes. 
The 


country will desire to know how these 


airplanes are lo be employed, and the 
strategical purposes which they will 
fulfill. 


It may be suggested that an actual 


increase , of the 
first-line 
aerial 


strength of the Army Air Corps by 
3000 planes is probably not intended. 
A considerable number of planes will 
be needed for training, and the pro- 
visipn of a reserve to fill in the gap 
between M-day and the time the 
airplane industry can begin to fill war 
orders is a wise precaution. 
These, 


however, are conjectures. The mess- 
age does not make clear'how the add- 
itional planes are to be used. 


Additional weapons—semi-automa 


tic rifles, anti-tank guns, anti- air- 
craft equipment, artillery of various 
types, ammunition and gas masks- 
are badly needed by the Army, and 
$110,000,000 allotted to this purpose 
will at least make a start tofard fil- 
ing the needs. 


The provisions for "educational or- 


ders" to enable a 'greater number of 
plants to acquire experience m muni- 
tions work is certainly sound, as is 
the?27,000,000 allotted ofr the impro- 
vement of the defenses of Panama 
our most vital outlying position. 


The allowance of $8,000,000 for sea- 


coast defenses is woefully inadequate 
$34,000,000 would be required for our 
so long neglected Atlantic and Gulf 
harbor defenses alone. 


For the Navy, ?44,000,000 is allotted 


for new submarine, air, mine and de 
stroyer bases recommended by the 
Hepburn Board 
But there is no pro 


vision for fixed defenses for such o 
these as are new bases, unless in- 
.deed these defenses are to be manne< 
' by Marine? and operated by the Navy 


The additional naval aviation ap- 


propriation of 521,000,000 seems likely 
to be devoted chiefly to experimenta 
work 
It would not provide any very 


large number of new planes.

(Doubleday, Doran: $1.98). 
What Mr. White has really done is 


lift his story from the records, the 
journals, the letters, the gossip of those 
mad-cap days that followed the dis- 
covery of gold near Suiter's mill. ' The 
result i sa book rich in anecdote, su- 
perbly human: 


Mr. White is not interested in mere 


statistics. For instance: the problem 
of the mud in San Francisco's streets 
is a better story, he thinks, than the 
fact that 5500,000,000 in gold was taken 
out of California in the first few years 
after "49. 


The 'mud, says Mr. White, recalling 


a statement of General Sherman, was 
so deep that mules stumbled into it and 
were drowned. It got so deep, in fact, 
that a plank roadway was laid.down 
eventually, but it sank so fast it cost 
570,000 a mile to complete it. 


But then $70,000 was only in line 


with the cost of living in old California. 
Flour, says Mr. White, ranged from $4 
to $40, depending on the proximity of 
the Clipper ships. The meanest clap- 
board shack rented for $250 a month. 


All fri all the California gold' rush 


was perhaps the most fantastic in 
American history, -In four years San 


Francisco rose out of a wilderness^ a 
new empire was born. What this "new/ 
empire" looked like at the ti'mtelwl 
miners and vigilantes and gambliu 
dens, decorated with "lascivious pahf 
ings," Mr White shows m the rem' 
able collection of old prints he 
eludes n his book.—P. G. F.
